rising tide of philanthro¬ 
pists has begun to trickle 
into Manitoba’s most vul¬ 
nerable zones. 

Levels continually creep 
higher along the banks of 
the Red River, and fore¬ 
shadow disaster for nearly 
200 homes and families in 
the path of the winding 
waterway, with the poten¬ 
tial to displace residents 
mid-week. 

Praying for the best, 
though anticipating the 
worst, local chaplain and 
disaster relief phenom 
Marj Pettinger prepared 
yesterday for a two-weelc 
trek to pull Canadians 
from hot water. 

“We are, all of us, body, 
soul, and spirit,” she said. 
“I think helping others in 
need is part of who we 
were created to be — no 
man is an island.” 

Pettinger joins nearly 50 
Red Cross volunteers who 
have descended upon the 
Prairie province, on a mis¬ 
sion to reunite families 
torn apart by the brewing 
natural disaster. 

As locals tirelessly pack 
sandbags and gather sup¬ 
plies, Red Cross volunteers 
are preparing to act as a 
life-line between evacuees. 

“This is the time when 
people’s heart-strings are 
pulled and they want to get 
involved — we can always 
use more hands,” she told 
Metro. 
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U.S. President Barack 
Obama set out his vision 
for ridding the world of 
nuclear arms yesterday, 
declaring the United 
States ready to lead 
steps by all states with 
atomic weapons to 
reduce their arsenals. 

Delivering a speech 
given new urgency by 
North Korea’s rocket 
launch hours earlier, 
Obama said the United 
States would go ahead 
with plans to build a mis¬ 
sile defence shield in Eu¬ 
rope as long as Iran 
posed a threat with its 
nuclear program. 

On a visit to Prague, the 
Czech capital — once a fo¬ 
cal point in the Cold War 
between the West and the 
Soviet Union — Obama 
pledged to cut the U.S. nu-

clear arsenal, to bring the 
Comprehensive Test Ban 
Treaty into force and to 
seek tough penalties for 
those that broke rules on 
non-proliferation. 

“The United States will 
take concrete steps to¬ 
wards a world without 
nuclear weapons,” he told 
a cheering crowd of more 
than 20,000 in Hrad- 
canslce Square outside the 
medieval Prague Castle.

• The Czech government 
backs the project despite op¬ 
position by most Czechs sus¬ 
picious of its presence. 

“To put an end to Cold 
War thinking, we will re¬ 
duce the role of nuclear 
weapons in our national 
security strategy and urge 
others to do the same,” 
Obama said, adding: “We 
will seek to include all 
nuclear weapons states in 
this endeavour.” 

He acknowledged the 
goal of a nuclear arms- 
free world might not be 
reached in his lifetime 


and added: “Make no 
mistake: As long as these 
weapons exist, we will 
maintain a safe, secure 
and effective arsenal to 
deter any adversary.” 

Referring directly to 
North Korea, he said Py¬ 
ongyang should be pun¬ 
ished for breaking the 
rules with its rocket 
launch and called on it 
verifiably to scrap its nu¬ 
clear weapons programs. 

North Korea’s defiance 
of U.S. warnings was 
Obama’s most serious 
foreign policy challenge 
since he took office on 
Jan. 20. North Korea said 
the launch was intended 
to put a satellite in orbit. 
The White House said 
the launch was “unsuc¬ 
cessful.”

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Charges laid in 
Hobbema death

Mounties have laid 
murder charges against a 
22-year-old in connection 
with a slaying last week 
on the Hobbema reserve. 

Treston Eurice Buffalo 
was charged with second- 
degree murder Saturday. 
The body of 21-year-old Jef¬ 
frey Abram Dennehy was 
found outside a home on 
the Samson Townsite be¬ 
fore 7 a.m. Thursday. 

“(Dennehy) was with a 
couple friends beforehand, 
but we haven’t been able 
to confirm all the stories,” 
said RCMP Const. Perry 
Cardinal. 

The slaying does not ap¬ 
pear to be a random act of 
violence, Cardinal said, 
though investigators are 
confident it was not gang- 
related. 

“That’s not the case,” 
Cardinal said. “Every com¬ 
munity has homicides that 
aren’t gang-related. We’ve 
been inundated with that 
all along.” 

Neighbours reported 


“We have two 
investigations 
ongoing at once.” 

Const. Perry Cardinal 


hearing gunshots shortly 
before Dennehy’s body 
was discovered, though it’s 
unclear whether the inci¬ 
dents are connected. 

“We have two investiga¬ 
tions ongoing at once,” 
Cardinal said. 

Mounties can’t confirm 
if Dennehy and Buffalo 
knew one another. The vic¬ 
tim was familiar to police, 
though the accused was 
not. 

The homicide is the first 
the community of 12,000 
has seen in 2009. Den¬ 
nehy’s death comes six 
months after the murder 
of Brian Littlechild, 20, 
who was shot and dumped 
from a car on the Samson 
townsite on Oct. 4.

Immaturity, Wikipedia common in first years: Survey 


University professors feel 
their first-year students 
are less mature, rely too 
much on Wikipedia and 
“expect success without 
the requisite effort/’ says 
an Ontario-wide survey to 
be released today. 

More than 55 per cent of 
Ontario’s faculty and li¬ 
brarians surveyed believe 
students are less prepared 
for university than even 
three years ago. In fact, 
many post-secondaiy insti¬ 
tutions have had to create 
catch-up courses to help 
those who are struggling. 


College report 

• Colleges, too, report trou¬ 
bles with unprepared stu¬ 
dents, especially in math. 

“It wasn’t a shock for me 
— I’m aware of what’s hap¬ 
pening out there,” said Bri¬ 
an Brown, a University of 
Windsor visual arts profes¬ 
sor. He also heads the On¬ 
tario Confederation of Uni¬ 
versity Faculty Associa¬ 
tions, which oversaw the 
online survey of about 
2,000 professors and uni¬ 


versity librarians out of the 
province’s 15,000. 

“What the questionnaire 
reveals is a serious chal¬ 
lenge that we are facing in 
the system. We are teach¬ 
ing students from what is 
basically an under-re¬ 
sourced secondary school 
system.” 

James Cote, a sociology 
professor at the University 
of Western Ontario, says 
the survey confirms a lot 
of recent research, and the 
decline in student pre¬ 
paredness has accelerated.

New LRT: Short-term pain for long-term gain

I n Transit 


It’s the moment the people 
of Mill Woods have waited 
almost 30 years for. 

For those not “in the 
know,” Mill Woods was 
originally intended to have 
an LRT line serving it from 
its inception, but that line 
never materialized. Now fi¬ 
nally, the city has begun 
the process of planning the 


long-awaited LRT line to 
MillWoods. 

So what are the options? 
Two of the options would 
branch off near either Coro¬ 
na or Grandin station and 
travel south along the High- 
level Bridge/Walterdale 
Bridge corridor into Old 
Strathcona. The line would 
then either follow the CPR 
right-of-way south or follow 
Whyte Avenue east toward 
Bonnie Doon and then 
head south toward MWTC. 

For Shirley Lowe of the 
Old Strathcona Business As¬ 
sociation, there are con¬ 
cerns about the two poten¬ 
tial Old Strathcona routes. 
As far as having an LRT run¬ 


ning east on Whyte Av¬ 
enue, this is a non-starter 
for Lowe, unless the LRT 
technology used is much 
different from the technol¬ 
ogy used on the current LRT 
line. 

She also expressed con¬ 
cern around the possibility 
using the High-level/Wal- 
terdale corridor would lead 
to the community being di¬ 
vided in two by the LRT. 
Overall, Lowe said she 
thinks the area already has 
adequate transit service, so 
having an LRT cutting 
through the heart of the 
district is not necessarily 
the most desirable option. 

The two other proposals 


for the line would bypass 
Old Strathcona altogether, 
and instead serve commu¬ 
nities further east such 
as Forrest Heights, Strat- 
heam, Holyrood and Bon¬ 
nie Doon. 

Regardless of the route, 
the city will face a number 
of challenges building an 
LRT line through long-es¬ 
tablished neighbourhoods, 
but hopefully the short¬ 
term pain will lead to long¬ 
term gain for those along 
the new route.

One Antarctic ice shelf has 
disappeared, scientists say 


environment One Antarctic 
ice shelf has quickly van¬ 
ished, another is disappear¬ 
ing and glaciers are melting 
faster than anyone thought 
due to climate change, U.S. 
and British government re¬ 
searchers reported Friday. 

They said the Wordie Ice 
Shelf is gone and the north¬ 
ern part of the Larsen Ice 
Shelf no longer exists. More 
than 8,300 square kilometres 
have broken off from the 
Larsen shelf since 1986. Cli¬ 
mate change is to blame, 
says a report from the U.S. 
Geological Survey and the 
British Antarctic Survey. 

“The rapid retreat of gla¬ 
ciers there demonstrates 
once again the profound ef¬ 
fects our planet is already 
experiencing — more rapid¬ 
ly than previously known 
— as a consequence of cli¬ 


mate change,” U.S. Interior 
Secretaiy Ken Salazar said. 

“This continued and often 
significant glacier retreat is a 
wakeup call that change is 
happening... and we need to 
be prepared,” USGS glaciolo¬ 
gist Jane Ferrigno, who led 
the Antarctica study. 

“Antarctica is of special 
interest because it holds an 
estimated 91 per cent of the 
Earth’s glacier volume, and 
change anywhere in the ice 
sheet poses significant haz¬ 
ards to society,” she said. 

In another report pub¬ 
lished in the journal Geo¬ 
physical Letters, the Nation¬ 
al Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration reports ice 
is melting more rapidly 
than expected in the Arctic 
as well, based on new com¬ 
puter analyses and recent 
ice measurements, reuters

Air Canada CEO in tough 


Air Canada's new CEO, 
lawyer-come-investment 
banker Calin Rovinescu, is 
expected to focus on slash¬ 
ing costs in the midst of 
the current recession, but 
his task won't be easy. 

While he played a key 
role during Air Canada’s 
reorganization under 
bankruptcy protection in 
2003 and 2004, he is taking 
the controls at a time 


when demand for air trav¬ 
el is falling and Air Cana¬ 
da’s cash obligations are 
on the rise because of debt 
repayments and bad bets 
on fUel hedges, as well as 
significantly heightened 
pension obligations, which 
would require changes to 
federal funding rules. 

Air Canada now esti¬ 
mates that deficits in its 
various employee pension 


plans total $3.2 billion. 

Another federal policy 
change that could bolster 
Air Canada’s prospects 
would be raising the limit 
on foreign investments in 
Canadian airlines to 49 per 
cent from 25 per cent cur¬ 
rently — something Trans¬ 
port Minister John Baird 
has committed to achiev¬ 
ing alongside a pact signed 
with the European Union. 


That could open the 
door to a strategic invest¬ 
ment from the likes of Ger¬ 
many’s Lufthansa AG. 

On the operations side, 
some analysts are expect¬ 
ing an overhaul of Air 
Canada’s network to re¬ 
move unprofitable flying 
and increase the focus on 
the most lucrative domes¬ 
tic and international

Now, a vote of confidence 
in the coach by the owner 
certainly is legitimate 
news, but the responses 
that followed? 

Well, not so much. 

Writers who would have 
taken the text and ran with 
it, claiming an exclusive 
scoop for their outlets, 
were so sour Stauffer had 
the inside track that Katz’s 
backing of MacTavish be¬ 
came secondaiy. 

Instead, the spin was 
how Katz misstepped by de¬ 


livering his message 
through a “conduit” of the 
team. Katz was accused of 
embarrassing Kevin Lowe, 
who had to explain the con¬ 
text of the message to re¬ 
porters in a post-game 
scrum, and of making GM 
Steve Tambellini a puppet 
by coming out with his sup¬ 
port of MacTavish. 

Hogwash, all of it. 

The motivation for the di¬ 
atribes in the aftermath is 
simple: Stauffer has access 
to Katz as a source — he’s 
had it dating back to when 
he was this city’s most vo¬ 
cal critic of the Oilers dur¬ 
ing his days at TEAM 1260 
— and those screaming the 
loudest don’t. End of story. 

The fact is, Katz sent the 
text to take the focus off 
MacTavish and put it back 
on what little is left of the 
playoff race. 

When the season is done, 
MacTavish and his coaching 


staff will be evaluated. And 
there will be changes. 
Count on it. 

All talk 

Media outlets took notice 
when almost 10,000 people 
joined a Facebook group or¬ 
ganizing a “MacTavish 
must go” protest scheduled 
outside Rexall Place Satur¬ 
day. 

In the end, seven “pro¬ 
testers” showed up, mean¬ 
ing they were outnum¬ 
bered by media, who didn’t 
stick around when it be¬ 
came clear the rally was a 
non-story. It just goes to 
show, commitment to a 
cause when you’re sitting 
around in your pyjamas 
tapping a keyboard at 
home is one thing, getting 
off your backside to see it 
through is quite another.

Remedy for me 

New show explores alternative treatments

Glycolic peels, light thera¬ 
pies, antibiotics — Rosean- 
na Meas tried it all. 

The 24-year-old aspiring 
actress from Etobicoke, 
Ont., has struggled with 
acne since adolescence 
and not one doctor has 
been able to cure the ail¬ 
ment that’s followed her 
into adulthood. 

“A lot of the treatments 
I had used were very abra¬ 
sive — a lot of chemicals,” 
said Meas. 

Frustrated by traditional 
medicine’s inability to 
clear her condition, Meas 
went in search of a natu¬ 
ral remedy to mend her 
complexion. That’s when 


she stumbled upon an on¬ 
line advertisement re¬ 
cruiting subjects for the 
new W Network television 
show Remedy Me! 

The program — it be¬ 
gins airing tomorrow 
night — looks at one af¬ 
fliction per episode and 
follows two sufferers of it 
as they explore different 
alternative treatments. 
From restless-leg to irrita¬ 
ble bowel syndromes, 
Remedy Me! uses solu¬ 
tions like hypnosis, reiki 
and traditional Chinese 
medicines to mar mal¬ 
adies. 

Meas didn’t experience 
anything too bizarre, un¬ 
dergoing regular acupunc¬ 
ture and drinking herbal 
concoctions. But show cre¬ 
ator Janice Evans of Cre¬ 


ative Atlantic Communica¬ 
tions said some of the tele¬ 
vised treatments — even 
acupuncture — are pretty 
dramatic to watch. 

“There was an acupunc¬ 
turist that puts all the nee¬ 
dles in, and then attaches 
little electrical wires to 
each one. Then she turns 
on a little kind of electri¬ 
cal jolt that goes through 
each of the needles that 
gets the chi moving,” she 
said. “The woman looked 
like she was hooked up 
for Frankenstein.” 

But it’s not the spectacle 
that encouraged Evans to 
develop the show. She said 
she was inspired by her 
long-time interest in alter¬ 
native health, and the 
common dispersion of 
drugs-as-treatment due to 


an over-burdened health 
care system. 

“Doctors don’t have 
time to spend time with 
people on finding the so¬ 
lution that might work for 
them ... I think anyone 
who takes the time and 
has that personal atten¬ 
tion and believes in what 
they’re doing is going to 
have progress.” 

Meas understands why 
some might be too embar¬ 
rassed and expose their 
medical issues on TV, but

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
8 boneless, skinless chick¬ 
en thighs 

1 medium red onion 
1 clove garlic 
1 red pepper and 1 yellow 
pepper 

1 can (19 oz/540 ml)
